There  has  been  an  increase  of  15  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  notified  over  1938.  Largely,  the  disease  was  confined  to 
‘ the  Hazel  Grove  Area,  and  while  several  cases  occurred  in  one  School, 
they  were  at  fairly  wide  intervals,  and  no  carrier  was  ever  found. 

In  the  majority  of  cases,  the  disease  has  been  of  a mild  type. 

The  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  all  connected  with  a known 
child  carrier. 

3 • Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

A Scheme  for  the  free  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  and  the  free  provision  of  material 
for  children  of  School  age,  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  but  the 
response  to  this  was  very  disappointing,  partly  due  to  the  upheaval 
caused  by  the  evacuation  of  school  children  and  the  outbreak  of  War. 

58  children  only  were  immunised  during  the  year;  35  were  of 
five  years  and  under,  and  23  over  five  years  of  age. 

4.  Moveable  Dwellings. 

Two  applications  for  Licences  to  use  sites  for  moveable 
dwellings  were  refused  by  the  Council  during  the  year.  An  appeal 
was  made  in  one  case,  when  the  Council’s  decision  was  confirmed. 

5 • Change  in  Boundary. 

In  April,  the  Parish  of  Woodford  was  added  to  the  Urban 
District.  Sewage  disposal  in  this  Area  is  very  primitive,  and  but 
for  the  outbreak  of  War,  the  Council  would  no  doubt  have  considered 
it  a matter  of  urgency  to  improve  the  position. 

As  it  is,  plans  for  the  sewerage  of  the  district  have 
already  been  made,  and  if  large  housing  development  is  needed  urgently 
the  Local  Authority  is  in  a position  to  proceed  with  a Scheme  which 
visualises  both  the  immediate  and  ultimate  demands  of  the  neighbour- 
hood.-
